Blast Kills 15 
In Utah Cafe 


26 Oth ers Injured 
During Dinner Hour 


MONTICELLO, Utah LT-An ex ­ 
p losion sh attered a crowded cafe 
in th is south eastern Utah uranium 
mining community last nigh t, kill­ 
ing 15 and injuring more th an 26 
of th e 50-odd diners during th e din­ 
ner h our.

Th e torn wreckage did not burn.

Tw'o utility comp any emp loy es, 
Jerry Fitch , 28 , and Frank Urry , 
18 , both of Salt Lake City , sur­ 
vived. Said Fitch :

I had alway s 
thought that the Amereans were 
big eaters, hut I have changed my 
mind since I came here. 
The only meal the Turks have 
that is not a feast is breakfast. 
Their breakfast is what is known 
as a continental breakfast. This 
consists of tea, 
bread, 
butter, 
jelly , jam or honey and cheese. 
As 
an 
ex ample 
of 
the 
other 
meals, I’ll cite a meal that we had 
at a farm 
near Carsamha. 
The 
Turks serve the meals in courses 
and each course is a very large 
serving on a clean plate. 
At this farm, our meal started 
with a cup of Turkish coffee and 
then a large 
bowl 
of 
macoroni 
soup. 
They then brought out 
a 
very 
large platter and on it was a roast­ 
ed lamb stuffed with rice. 
The 
third 
course 
was 
green 
beans and some ty pe of meat. 
After we had finished the beans, 
they gave us squash stuffed with 
rice and cooked y ogurt. 
The nex t course was 
a 
real 
Turkish speciality , cheese 
pie. 
This is just what it say s, a pie 
made with a cheese filling but 
fried instead of baked. 
We then had a Turkish "sw eet", 
which 
is 
something like 
pastry 
covered 
with sy rup. 
They then brought each of us a 
big bowl of y ogurt, (sour milk beat 
up). Then to finish off the 
meal 
we had all kinds of fresh fruit and 
another cup of Turkish coffee. 
If y ou don’t think this sounds like 
a meal, all I can say 
is, 
"You 
ought to try putting one aw ay ." 
The bad part about it is that if 
y ou don’t eat it all they will ask 
y ou, "D on’t y ou like it?" 
The Turkish food is very good 
and usually served very hot. The 
only thing I could say against 
them is that they never 
s t o p 
serving. 
I don’t think I’ll ever m ake 
a 
good Turk when it comes to eating.

Ancient Coins 


CALTANISSETTA, Sicily un — 
A black m arket in ancient coins 
led to the arrest today of 26 Si­ 
cilians. The coins were from a 
hoard described a* 
one 
of 
the 
richest ever found. 
Ten workmen discovered them 
in a huge vase while digging a 
cellar last month near the rail­ 
road station in Gela, Sicily. They 
said they counted about 900 coins, 
took them home and began offer­ 
ing them for sale. Thus the coins 
reached black marketeers. 
Prof. Dinu Adamasteanu, Sicili­ 
an archeologist, called the treas­ 
ure “ one of the richest ever found 
and worth hundreds of thousands 
of dollars.” 
He and other archeologists said 
the coins dated from the Fifth Cen­ 
tury B. C. 
Police said they had recovered 
most of the coins, plus 800,000 lire 
($1,350) which the black market 
gang had received from some of 
its sales. They 
added 
that 
the 
gang also had 
counterfeited 
an­ 
cient coins for sale. 
Selling ancient coin* is illegal 
in Italy. The law makes all arch­ 
eological finds 
property 
of

state. The archeologists said the 
coins recovered would b t turned 
over to state museums.

REASONS FOR VOTING 
NEWSPAPERS repeatedly exhort their 
readers to “get out and vote.” Stones and 
editorials are written in the weeks before 
elections deploring the low percentage of 
citizens casting ballots. This presidential 
election campaign will be no exception. 
Newspapers 
will again appeal to 
their 
readers to vote on election day. 
Why are newspapers so concerned about 
this? Is it merely habit? Not at all. Con­ 
cern of the press stems from three beliefs. 
First, the belief that the success of a re­ 
publican form of government is ultimately 
reflected in the polling place—that people 
who fail to take a part in choosing their 
government officials cannot lay any claim 
to other freedoms. 
Second, the knowledge that there is no 
other way to tell what the people think on 
given issues. Public opinion polls are sus­ 
pect on this score and only provide values 
Results at the ballot box are the final test. 
While the issues often are clouded by per­ 
sonalities, in the last analysis the voters 
are choosing the course of their govern­ 
m ent irrespective of the men involved, 
Third, there is the frightening d a n g e r 
that if the people do not exercise their vot­ 
ing rights the government will be 
taken 
over by a small clique ol special-interest 
groups which have no aim except to line 
their own pockets with cash. 
The individual who fails to vote j 


es-

The good news is coming in from every direction. The public 
has heard our story and found us right. The actions of Ohio Consoli­ 
dated in forcing us out on strike have been thoroughly discredited. 


Business leaders in every community have expressed their be­ 
lief in our cause, and have congratulated us on our determination 
to resist the company's demands to take away and reduce things that 
were won in the past through years of patient and peaceful ncgo- 
iations. 


Based on the company’s uncooperative attitude, City Council 
of Cambridge, New Boston and Circleville (as of this date) have 
already passed strong resolutions against the merger of Ohio Con­ 
solidated and General Telephone Company. And Pickaway County 
Prosecutor advised the company's subscribers not to pay their tele­ 
phone bills, in view of the lack of service. 


Mean while, the company has been desperately trying to slow 
down this snowball of public opinion in our favor, but every effort 
on their part has fallen flat. Witness the f u n c t i o n in Scioto Coun­ 
ty. 
At noon on Saturday Judge Smith granted a company request 
for an injunction limiting pickets in Portsmouth, New Boston and 
Sciotoville. 
But the company's maneuver was a complete fizzle. 
Our morale was never better and spirit is high. 
And, on Tuesday 
of this week, when the injunction was reviewed in court, the pre­ 
siding Judge enjoined the Company, too, and ordered the Company 
to identify the supervisors they want to send across our lines. 


The company took another beating in St. Marys. This was over 
the weekend. They tried to pick off a few of our members by offer­ 
ing them all kinds of false promises— more money, the best tours, 
no transfers, anything they wanted—if they would only abandon 
their priciples and cross their own picket line. Our members there 
— showing their faith in themselves and in our common cause— lost 
no time in reading the company the riot act for playing such a dirty 
game. 


But the biggest flop of all was the big advertisement the Com­ 
pany ran in the papers that they called “A Statement of Fact.” Pub­ 
lic reaction to the ad w as immediate— and indignant. A few of the 
facts that the company overlooked or carelessly misplaced are these: 


—The strike was caused by company demands. 


—The Union made substantial reductions in its proposals in or­ 
der to avoid a deadlock, while the company parked on its “position” 
and told us to “take it or leave it.” 


— We gave the company a 60-day notice that our contract would 
expire in July l l; we bargained for weeks in good faith, bending 
over backwards iii our efforts to find a way to peaceful contract set­ 
tlement; at every turn, we were balked by the company's stubborn 
demands for retrogression; and although we told the company in 
advance that they could never buy a contract that called for us to 
sell out our principles, we did desire to see their wage proposal, but 
they failed to show' us one. And now the company runs an ad say­ 
ing that we didn t even explore the subject of wages before a strike 
started! 
lf they expect the public to he taken in by a statement of 
“ fact" as misleading as that one, they are as wrong as they are in 
their entire bargaining position. 


In two full months of negotiating activity— in which the com­ 
pany was required by law to bargain in good faith, Ohio Consoli­ 
dated didn t bother to make a wage offer which was requested by 
the union, time and again. 
Then they add insult to injury by ac­ 
cusing the union of not exploring the subject of wages before the 
strike . . . 
If that is a true sample of the company's ability to make 
a factual report, we wonder what kind of “facts’’ they put into their 
last request for a rate increase on the cost of telephone service.

WASHINGTON lf*— A new pro­ 
gram of payments to totally dis­ 
abled workers, rounding out the 
series of basic protections for the 
nation s families envisioned when 
Social 
Security 
was 
set 
up

years ago, goes into effect next 
year. 
The program is provided under 
the Social Security bill passed by 
Congress just before it adjourned 
late last 
month, 
and 
signed by 
President 
Eisenhower. 
The 
dis­ 
ability provision was sponsored by 
Democratic leaders. 
Stringent requirements must be 
met before a disabled person can 
qualify. Experts in the Social Se­ 
curity 
Administration 
estimate 
300,000 disabled persons will re­ 
ceive payments in the first year, 
and that in 25 years one million 
will be on the rolls.
